practical uses of wireless was full

teat Atlantic liner, driving through a 

nigh sea, hundreds of miles from land, 
on its way home to England, A wireless 
message reached us from another liner, 
far beyond the horizon, on its way to 
America, asking whether we had a 
surgeon on board, We happened to have 
on our ship ane of the greatest of American, 
surgeons, who was going to Cambridge 
to receive an honorary degree. A wireless 
consiiltation immediately took place be- 
tween him and the doctor on the other 
ship, with regard to a passenger on the 
latter who had fallen ‘dangerously i. 
Our surgeon advised an immediate opera- 
tion. He was kept in constant communi- 
cation with the other ship while the 
operation was performed; and he was 
consulted at intervals, for the next two 
or three days, across hundreds of miles of 
stormy sea. 

If that scene be pictured—the two great 
liners speeding on their way in opposi 
directions across the Atlantic; the tense 
human interest of the group around the 
operating table ; the two qnict men, each 
in his own wireless room, receiving and 
‘transmitting messages through a medium, 
as untronbled by the gale as though they 
ame and went through on underlying 
spiritual realm, the imagination sees in it

Importance of Land Lines. 

In the future ono may, perhaps, see on 
‘oceasion thrve first-class programmes of diferent 
types taking place each ovening, and being 
dlistributed “to stations according to thelr 
sclection, It is impossible hero to go into the 
question of alternatives, but it in interesting to 
note that there does ‘not yet exist a real 
alternative for the majority of listeners, 

“Apart from the host of now listeners, those 
whovin the early days, were satisfied with the 
faint strains of music from their nearest station, 
have now become converts to Daventry, which 
‘enables them to hear every breath the atmouncer 
takes, and they would not now conider their 
previous resulta worth Tistening to, 

Another jiactice which may be indicated ia 
that of producing a play or feature in London 
for tho primary purpose of relaying it to a 
special station as a part of its evening pro 
gramme. This is, of course, carried out by land 
lines, or, as we sty, “*zent dawn the pipe.” 

In sword, the change which our correspondent 
‘miarests is rather a process of evohution which 
vegan some time ago and is going steadily for- 
‘ward, as circumstances direct.

Should we say Daintree instead of Daventry 
Only ‘of radio was that question widely 
debated the other day. Tt is sometimes said 
that elementary education, by teaching every- 
‘ne to spell, bas almost destroyed ome traditional 
promunciation of English place-names: that was 
fan argument used by those who wanted tho 
BBC. to pronounce Daventry ax Shakespeare 
‘would havo done, 

Slipshod Pronunciations. 

Most of us have read or heard, 00, that 
broadcasting will probably destroy cur Aialecta 
‘and standardize our accents. Tt would be a 
pity: bat the sacrifice, when it is made, will, 
Tet us hope, be on the altar of progress. 

‘in the latest pamphlet of the Society for Pure 
English, “The Society's Work,” by Dr, Robert 
Bridges’ (Tho Clarendon Press, 24), the Poet 
Lanceate weites— 

“We cannot tell exactly how broadcasting 
will affect speech, but some, resalts seem inevit= 
able. Tt must, wo think, sncobrage a stricter 
standardization than otherwise would have been 
possible or might have acemed desirable ; also 
‘clearer and moro distinct articulation of 
syllables than is generally practiaed : and this 
Points to its making a differentiation of dinleets 
‘on the scientfio basia of their acoustical merite, 
which implica the utilitarian recognition of an 
eethetie standard which has hitherto been 
svouted as 8 vain fancy of educated taste. The 
slipshod pronunciations fashionable in Southern 
Phglish, againat which wo have sometimes 
tested, will have theit actual defects exposed : 
indeed, we hear that this has already been 
recognized.”

“The fact that Jatiguage develops in the 
‘common talk of the people is as true as ever, but 
itis a truth tliat is nowadays much qualified hy 
the fact that every one now reads; indeed most 
‘move than they speak, and this, 
jally in the growth of jourialism, haa 
mr for our speech is now 
‘actually more subjected to our eyes than to our 
fears, Well-withers, who were yet sceptical ax 
{0 the sanity of our project, would often say 
“But what will you do with the newspapers 2° 
‘thinking that they had propounded the ineur- 
‘mountable obstacle. “Our reply wae: ‘What 
could wo do without the newspapers 7" Wo 
look to the newspapers with confidence as our 
mest strennous and effective belpmates. There 
is no Tino to bo drawn between authors and 
journaliste—many of our bost authors began aa 
Journaliste—and there aro very few of our 
best writers who do not write in the ne 
paper” 


More Than x Dream.

‘Tho Society for Pare Boglish must Jook to 
the newspapers for help in getting their spelling 
reforms accepted ; but it i to the broadearting 
service that they must turn for aid in correcting 
‘what ia defective and slipahod in speech.

‘The broadcasting of Physical Exercises early 
fn tho morning has now become an extablished 
feature in Germany and in other parts of the 
world. ‘The BRC. is coniidering, with the 
Ministry of Health, the desirability of introdu 
ing « similar feature into British trnuaniesions. 
Sore of thowe who advoente the broadenating

From Band-Boy to Band-Master. 


By Lieut. H. E. Adkins, Mus.Bac., A.R.C.M., L.R.A.M.

FP you visit the eantifal grounds of Keller 

Hall, Twickenham, ona Wednesday in the 
summer seacan, you can hear a military band of 
175 instrumentalists, At tho risk of it bel 
thought that I am blowing my own trumpet, 
Tsay that it would be difficult to find another 
‘band of this size in the world which is trained 
to such a standard of perfection, This place ia 
the centro of the military musical world, 

Beginning under the modest tite af the “ MG- 
tary Music Class,” the School was made avail- 
able to “such sons of soldiers and sailors a2 are 
sclected by their Commanding Olficers, and also 
to tho-e who are enlisted for either Servico 
fand have shown musical aptitude” Originally 
there were four professors including the Ditector 
of Masic, 


‘The Last Foreign Bandmaster. 

‘The establishment of the School relieved the 
various regiments of the great expense of em 
ploying professional civilian bandmasters, and 
Regiments wero asked to subseribe a sun of 
£5, which was afterwards increased to an annual 
subscription of £10. 

Bandmasters, however, wero not officially 
recognized with the rank of warrant officers, 
Which they now enjoy, for many years. Many 
of the German and Italian bandmasters were 
‘reat favourites with their regiments in the old 
{lays, and many years elapsed hefore the Raval 
Military School of Musie succeeded in supplying 
‘asufficient number of English bandmasters and 
‘ousting the forcigners. As far aa Tk 
Cavaliere Zavartal, who was bandmaster of the 
HLA. band at Woolwich in 1881, was the last 
{foreign bandmaster to serve in the Army. He 
‘ultimately received the rank of warrant aficer 
and, I believe, became © natumlized British 
mubject. 


© Breaking In. 

‘The annual payments from regiments for the 
upkeep of the Royal Military School af Music 
ceased in 1870, for the institute was then sub- 
sidized by the Govern Now it consists 
ff ten professors for wind instru 
tring instruments, one for pi 
theory profesmors, making a otal of sixteen, 
‘with myself as the Director of Musi 

‘Band-boya, who must be over fifteen years of 
‘ageand possess certain educational qualifications, 
‘are drawa from various military schools, training 
ships, charitable institutes und the like. ‘They 
need not possess musical knowledge, although 
thisis highly desirable. Boys who are absolute 
Deginuiers are handed over to the hand sergeas 
to bo broken in, and.to learn a little of the 
elements of music and harmony.

Fighters as Well as Performers.

He plays with the tand 
‘when his services can be spared, and then only 
‘when a vacancy oceurs amongst the bandsmen, 
whowe tiumbor is Hinited to twenty-one, JE ho 
happens to be a good performer on his instru 
nent, Be may come to Kneller Hallo be trans- 
formed into an expert soloie. 

"Tho conditions for entry upon a student's 
course at Kneller Hall are rather severe From 
‘these students, bandmasters are made, and they 
must first be N.C ollcors, hold First-class certifi- 


cates of education, and be first-rate soloists om 
their instrument 

‘Training a bandmaster ia a very important 
matter, and all military bandinasiers have to 
be drawn from Kneller Hall graduates. This 
is a King’s Regulation, and thereby it is 10 
Tonger posible for « civilian misician to bem 
military bandmaster, ax was the case in the pas 
By this regulation, iis ensured that overy ban 
‘master hs eimibed the ladder from the bottom, 
rung and knows his work thoroughly.

MO8e thse sty. years ago, » very sna 
boy was standing under a birch tree in, 
the Montpelier Gardens at Cheltenham, Around 
his feet were many bite of broken twign which 
hhad fallen from the tree overhead, — Among 
them was one which seemed to have fallen from 
some oak tree near by. Te was much thicker than 
the birch twigs, and smooth, silvery-arey all, 
ound, as the bark of-an oak-twig always is, 
and the two ends were a pale yellowish colour, 
‘with thin brown line roand the yellow, such aa 
a broken bit of a dead oak branch has, 


Two Surprises. 

‘Tewas quite straight and only an inch and a half 
long-—in fact, quite a nice little bit of wood to 
play with. So the amnall boy stooped down and 
picked it up, and, ax he did so, it fluttered 
between his fingers. It was really 1 large moth, 
which we call a bufl-tip moth, and when it is 
at rest with its wings closed roand its body, it 
jncaloared and shaped exactly like some of those 
hrroken bite of dead oakwood that one ses 
under oak trees. 

T was that little boy, anid T remember all the 
details of thie incident of more than sixty years 
‘ago 20 plainly because, when the moth fluttered 
Detween my fingers, I was v0 asrprised. and 
almost frightened that I could never forget it. 
‘And that was not all that happened. T deter: 
mined to carry the moth home and show it to 
the family, but it was naming 60 restlesly 
ver my fingers that I wanted a twig for it to 
situpon. looked around for wauitalle wi; and 
the only one T could are was searcely two inches 
Jong, sticking straight out from the trunk of the 
birch tree, Te was rather thin and nubbly ; but 
Felouked quite gtrong, wo I proceeded to pick it. 

“Sticks” That Are Tricks. 

Imagine my real horror this time when it 

wrigclel violent 

‘of the large * stick " 
‘of a swallowtail moth, or peppered moth ; but 
T was not able in those days to recognize the 
Afferent kinds of stick caverpilars. 

‘They are able to look like twign, becanse they 
fire all very long and thin in shupe, and they 
hhave na laps, except three sory sanall pairn close 
to their heads ant two pairs of clasping Teg at 
the ends of the tails, So, when they want to 
rest, they usually let go of whatever they havo 
heen holding with the thece pairs of little lege 
lowe to their heads and fold them up so closely 
that they only look like wrinkles nt the end af 
the sham twig. At the same time, they stiffen 
‘out their long, thin bodies lke little wigs, and. 
then their claspers at the other end only’ Took 
Tike the natural swelling where a twig joing a 
branch. 


Elaborate Imita 

‘The disguise is completed by their colour 
Deing almost always plain brownish, or greenish, 
jst like stalks and twigs, while their heads make 
rounded points at the ends, just like the tmds 
which you sea xt ths end of hare twigs. Indeed, 
‘one of our largo and comimon stick caterpillars, 
that of the peppered moth, goes one further in 
‘this, Decae Ita head i deeply netched in the 
aide, so that tho two halves stand up pect 
‘and mike its heal look like one of the twine 
bbuds that you see -on trees and bushes which 
produce thelr flower-heade or leaves in pairs, 
Tike the lilac. 

Ttigimpomsible to heliove that all this elaborate 
imitation of twigs by caterpillars which are in 
danger of being fownd and eaten by birds ean bo 
ecient, eopeciallyw» yu are 80 many other 
samples of the same sort of thing if you look 
obra upon wiht life anywhere, sid 


In @ Talk from London, 


Among the other examples of insect 
camoutlage which I discovered at that, time 
‘was a small beste which we call a tortaise 
beetle. ‘There is nothing peculiar in ite 
appearance, except that it is rather rounded 
fn shape and has very sinall legs and antenna 
fr feolers, bat, when it ix frightencd, it tucks 
all these away out of sight and they Bt xo closely 
into the eroaves on the underside of its hody 
‘that, if you turn it aver, you cannot aoe that it 
hhas ‘ony legs at all, 
Sleeping Under Difficulties. 

What do the creatures themselves do, in 
onder to miake their disguise successful ? Well, 
the bufl-tip moth wonld not look nearly #0 Tike 
‘a dead oak-twig if, when at rest, it did not 
curve its folded wings round itx body more 
closely than other mothe do. The atick eater- 
pillar would not look nearly so like twig if, when 
At rest, it did not hold its Jong, thin body quite 
tiff and straight, One cannot help wondering 
how the creature manages it, when itis holding 
fon with only two paira of claspers at the very 
fend of its borly. Yet it will sleep for hours 
‘together likn this, sticking straight out from the 
‘wig itis holding on to. 

‘The tortoise beetle, again, would not look 
nearly so like a little stone if it did mot hold its 
Jegs and antenna 50 tightly felded ngainst ite 
body: and refuse to stir. 

‘The Mystery of Instinct. 

Twas preatly interested in these camonflage 
tricks of insects, and wondered. how they Teamnee 
10 be #0 clever in yilaying then; and then it 
‘occurred to me that they never had any chance 
fo learning at all, ‘The most insportant. time 
when the buff tip ‘moth pretends to’ be a bib of 
end wood is when it is just born out of the 
pupa-case, Owing ta the position of its eyen in 
front of ids thick body, it casinot sen itelf 
0 it cannot have any” iden what # is Ti 
Tt has never seen a bit of dend oak woo, #0 
it cannot know what that looks Tike, How, 
‘then, ean it porstly try to. make ite tole like 
bit of dead oak wood ? "Yet, as soon as it Is 
‘born, it does it very levee 

Now, little incidents like thin make a very 
reat impression on tho mind of a ehild, and £ 
fcoald not help pezaling aver the question hw 
these new-born reatures coukl know the right 
thing to do, until I eame to the right conclusion 
that they were bora with the knowledge ready 
made, and that ib waa in their blood, #0 to 
speak, inherited from their parents und other 

neestors, In other words, I discovered what 
fs meant by the wont instinet.’ 
‘A Walk’ With Charles Darwin. 

Daring the next few years I noticed many 
Tittle things which convinoed me that inencts 
and other creatures never know the reasons 
why they do most of tho clever things which 
they do do, and about this time Charles Darwin 
published his books on * The Srigin of Species ” 
and “The Descent of Man.” I read these 
books eagerly, and they explained oo many things 
Which Ibn tot been able to understand, that T 
Tecamno an enthusiastic Darwinist, and when 
they gave us an emay to write at school on 
some Nature subject, T put my views into it. 

My eisay seemed to tho form-master vo 
pectliar that he passed it on to the sokence 
master for opinion, and the science master 
Ihappened to he a personal friend of Mr. Darwin. 
So the result. was that I yaa invited to go for a 
countey walk with Iion and Mr, Darwin, 

Tremember that afterwards everybody was 
‘ager to know what the famous main had told 
me. I rymember, top, that my answer was: 

Ho ditn't tell me anything: he only. asked 
questions.” No doubt, tat was how’ Darwin 
Tad come to know ao much 1

Mr. Dolmetsch’s early training as a violin 
‘wae rvceived from  Viouxtomps and at tho 
‘Brussels Conservatoire. 


“But that was a Jong time ago,” he added, 
“for 1am now sixty-seven years of age. Seven 
years I spent with an American mannfacturet 
‘af musical instruments, a8 well as a short time 
‘at tho Paris howe ‘of Gaveay, trying to 
teach them the wonder of the old musio and 
how to make the instruments, Iwas wot 
sucooseful. 

My grandfather was a famous organ maker, 
land every one of his great grandchildren work at 
‘musio in one. way or another. My. brother 
‘accompanies Paderewski on his travels, for he 
is the only man who ean tune a piano to the 
great master's satisfaction.” 

‘One of the most interesting old instruments 
is the clavichord. Its tono is very #oft, even 
‘when it is played with somo vigour. But its 
[powers of expression are really extraondinary. 


Bach on the Clavichord. 
‘Tho prelndes and fagues of Bach are familiae 
toevery listener. Doubtless, many have played 
them, But on the elavichord—what a diflerenco 
—you would hardly recognize them! Tt 
posible, for example, to imitate very success 
fully, the sound of the trampet, the horn, the 
‘bassoon, of even the human voice, » You can

“The close and intimate contact between string 
and finger in the elavichord,” I was told,

ment. 

“Ib ia generally admitted that a porfectly 
‘true impression of staceato cannot be obtained 
‘on the pianoforte, owing to the fuct that the 
vibration of the strings is not entirely dis- 
continard ar quenched az soon ns the key is 
released, ‘This disadvantage is absent in the 
bargsichord.
